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Consumer Price Indices 


Tran (7 towns). 

The consumer price index currently published in the Supplement has 
been adjusted as from July 1958 through a modification of the rent com- 
ponent with the use of data obtained from a probability sample of rented 
dwellings. 

A general description of the series, which uses the original base period 
April 1936-March 1937= 100, is given below. 

The weights, which remain unchanged, are those originally derived from 
a consumption survey conducted around 1934 in Teheran and other urban 
areas among 617 families of employees. 

Prices are obtained monthly in Teheran and six other towns with five to 
20 quotations per item in each locality, and rents quarterly for a sample 
of 1,000 dwellings (prior to the recent adjustment one quotation was obtained 
for each item and, for the rent index, rents of five dwellings in each city).

STATISTICAL SUPPLEMENT 


The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base.

Iceland (Reykjavik). 

The consumer price index with original base March 1959= 100 currently 
published in the Supplement has been adjusted by including direct taxes 
in the index. This adjustment, which affects the figures from April 1960 
onwards, was made so that the index would reflect the impact of the recent 
tax reform under which state income taxes were abolished, the municipal 
income tax was reduced and a general sales tax of 3 per cent. was introduced 
at the retail level. 


Yugoslavia (20 towns). 

The series on consumer price indices published in the Supplement has 
recently been revised. The revision (which affected annual averages for the 
period 1956-59) resulted from the expansion of the list of index items (30 new 
specifications), the readjustment of the weights in accordance with the 
findings of the 1956-57 family budget survey, the change in the treatment 
of seasonal items and the introduction of a revised chain formula for the 
computation of the index. 

Further details on the series will be given in a subsequent issue of the 
Supplement. 


Australia (6 cities). 
A revised series of consumer price indices with original base July 1952- 
June 1953= 100 has been introduced in the present issue of the Supplement. 
Details on the compilation of this index, which is published in the 
Supplement on the base 1953= 100, will be made available in a subsequent 
issue.

International Standard 
Classification of Occupations 


The International Standard Classification of Occupations has 
been developed by the International Labour Office to provide a 
basis for the international comparison of occupational data, to afford 
guidance to countries wishing to develop or improve their systems 
of occupational classification and to serve as a means of identifying 
specific national occupations of international interest. It is the result 
of a number of years of work by the International Labour Office, 
which has at every stage systematically consulted the governments 
and interested agencies and sought the counsel of occupational 
specialists throughout the world. 


In particular, its preparation was actively assisted by the Inter- 
national Conferences of Labour Statisticians, which meet under the 
auspices of the International Labour Organisation. In 1949 the 
Seventh Conference recognised nine “ major groups ” of occupations ; 
these, with certain modifications, constitute the basic framework 
of the present system. The Eighth Conference (1954) adopted a 
provisional list of minor groups. Three years later the Ninth Confer- 
ence endorsed the major, minor and unit groups of the present system 
and urged countries to make occupational information available in 
conformity with the resulting classification. 


The classification has been designed as a comprehensive, multi- 
purpose instrument for use in the organisation of occupational 
information. It is composed of definitions of occupations and of 
groups of occupations embodied in a corresponding classification 
structure with code numbers. The classification was designed with 
a twofold aim in view ; its general groupings are intended to facilitate 
the classification of statistics derived from labour force inquiries, 
particularly population censuses, while the final subdivisions are 
calculated to meet the requirements of employment placement for 
a more detailed classification. Some 1,600 occupational titles are 


defined. 


In addition to the text of the classification with definitions, 
there is a list of titles by groups and also an alphabetical index of 
the titles used.
